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On monday, May 9th, 1988, Philip Roettinger, retired Marine Corps Colonel 
and ex-C IA official, who was instrumental in the 195*+ overthrow the 
Guatemalan Government, spoke at the Olympia Timberl-’nd Library. Roettinger 
is also involved in ARDIS (Association for Responsible Dissent), p.nt'organi- 
zation of retired. CIA officials who are dedicated to letting the American 
people know what has been and is being done in their names. Before Mr. 
Roettinger spoke, I to4k the opportunity to speak with him. Immediately 
afterwards, I wrote down the conversation, which follows:.
